Dave WD8AYE, introduced our guest speaker Sheriff Deputy Sgt James Ru- 
dibaugh WB8NCQ. Rudibaugh in turn, introduced his bosses Capt McClana- 
han and Lt. Dave Greel. Lt. Greel is familiar with ham communications, 
having been within our ranks at one time. Rudibaugh has had consider- 
able experience as a communications technician, plus runnig a karate 

school, plus volunteering for work in the Sheriff's force (yes, he is

When Capt McClanahan was questioned about a communicators 
inability to participate in an event, emergency or sinulated, their . 


feeling was that such excusals were valid and no one need be forced or

WD8AYE 
has expressed a willingness to coordinate matters. It looks like a big 
job.

The Stark Dx Assn. has a new repeater on the air, thanks to Lee K3DMG 
and others. It is on 145.41 output. If interested in DX, keep that rig 
tuned to this frequency for the latest on DX. If a rare one is heard, 
the frequency and who the Dx is, can be heard on the repeater. Lee is 
still working on it and making changes, so if it is off the air, when 
you try it out, be patient and they will soon have it back on. 
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20 METER BAND EXPANSION APPROVED 


The FCC has issued an order effective May 22nd, increasing the phone 
sub band on 20 meters, The exact time is in question so use caution if 
you use 20 meters. The new frequencies are Extra 14.150-14.350, Advanced 
14.175-14.350 and General 14,.225-14.350. There was also a proposal is-~ 
sued fora future expansion on 80, 40, 15and10 meters. A comment dead- 
line of July 1, 1983 was set. The final order followed the ARRL pro- 
posal. There were seven proposals for the HF expansion.
